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EDITORIAL 


Has  Your  Year  Been  a  Success! 

Another  week  and  then  everyone 
will  look  back  on  this  year  as  history. 
The  question  will  be  then — Was  this 
year  a  success  or  a  failure?  What 
benefits   have    I  1      from     it? 

What  have  I  put  into  it?  Have  I 
lived  up  to  my  parents'  expectations? 
Have  I  lived  up  to  my  own  opinion  of 
myself?  These  are  the  things  each 
boy  will  ask  himself  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  consciously  or  unconsciously.  He 
will  either  feel  a  vague  dissatisfaction  | 
over  his  year  at  school,  or  he  will 
feel  like  one  who  has  just  finished  I 
running  a  good  race. 

Let  us  take  the  questions  one  by 
one.  What  benefits  have  I  received 
from  this  year?  Do  I  know  any  more 
than  I  did  before?  Have  I  developed 
in  mind,  body,  or  character?  That  is 
the  greatest  question.  If  you  have 
tried  hard,  no  matter  whether  you 
learned  much  or  accomplished  much 
your  character  is  that  much  stronger 
and  is  that  much  more  developed  than 
before.  The  man  who  receives  The 
Morse  Flag  has  won  a  prize  that 
should  mean  more  to  him  than  any 
thing  else  possible  to  obtain  in  this 
school.
